The bright lights of 
the big city are getting 
a little bit duller in N.Y.

NEW YORK Now there’s a bright idea. 

Motion sensors ensure that unoccupied 
offices, storerooms and canteens go dark 
after workers and cleaning crews leave at 
night. Dimmers soften overhead lights 
that once could burn only bright or not at 
all. Timers guarantee that buildings fade to 
black while the city sleeps. 

Gone are the days when cheap electricity 
primitive lighting technology and landlords’ 
desire to showcase their skyscrapers kept 
floor after floor of the city’s highest towers 
glowing into the night. Rising energy costs, 
conservationism, stricter building codes 
and sophisticated lighting systems have 
conspired to slowly, often imperceptibly, 
transform Manhattan’s venerable 


DIM SWITCH 

Since electricity set it ablaze more than 
a century ago, the New York skyline 
has dimmed a number of times. During 
World War II and the energy crisis of the 
1970s, New Yorkers considered it patriotic 
to turn out lights. But such frugality 
disappeared once times were flush again. 

nightscape into one with a gentler glow 
Instead of tower after tower shining at 
all hours — the World Trade Center stayed 
aglow long after its occupants went home — 
the skyline is becoming a patchwork of 
sparsely sparkling buildings decorated with 
ornamentally lighted tops. 

“The tall tower with the illuminated 
floors on all night long is probably a 
thing of the past,” said Randy Sabedra, 
the owner of RS Lighting Design, who is 
helping to create a new map of the city’s 
most prominently lighted buildings. 
“You’re not relying on the glowing floors 


to have the building presence. It is relying 
on the crown of light.” 

As demand for electricity in New York 
rises and global competition drives energy 
prices higher, the cost of the technology 
that makes better use of daylight and 
reduces electricity use at night— motion 
sensors, software-driven timers and the 
like— is falling. 

Because of the expense, advanced 
lighting systems are being installed 
primarily in new buildings or offices being 
retrofitted for new tenants. So changes to 
the city’s nightscape will come gradually 
over many years. 

But more and more, building owners 
are writing leases that require tenants to 
pay for their own electricity, leading many 
tenants to install more efficient lights. A 
lot of the new energy-efficient fixtures 
were designed to fit into the ceiling spaces 
that now hold older fixtures, making the 
upgrades easier and cheaper.

Will 
these broadcasts remain under strict federal 
regulation because a mass audience of children 
and families might be watching, or will a looser, 
free-speech standard give broadcasters as well 
as their audiences more choice in what they 
see and hear? 

The broadcasters say the old rules are an 
unconstitutional infringement on free speech 
and that they are impractical in a world of 
cable and satellite TV This year, about nine in 
lo Americans receive TV signals from a cable 
or satellite, yet only the broadcast industry 
remains under the legal rules set when nearly 
all homes depended on the public airwaves 
for TV and radio. 

“The court has not revisited this issue in 
30 years, and we would like broadcaszters 
to be treated the same as cable TV or the 
Internet,” said Carter G. Phillips, an attorney 
in Washington, DC.

Going to Tuesday’s Obama event in Grant Park? 
Even if you’re not, here’s what you should know 

Democratic presidential candidate Barack Obama returns home 
Tuesday for an election night rally in Grant Park that has sparked 
huge civic interest and many questions about how the event will work. 


Does the city want huge numbers of people 
coming downtown on eiection night or not? 

On Friday, Police Supt. Jody Weis said that 
“we can’t have mischief.” Officials aren’t dis- 
couraging people from coming downtown, 
but they are encouraging them to look for 
places in their neighborhoods to watch on 
TV On Saturday, Mayor Daley was rolling 
out the welcome mat again. “Only the pri- 
vate event is ticket. You can be in the park 


and around it. The mayor’s not going to tell 
anybody not to come to this celebration,” 
Daley said. “It’s a historic event. If they want 
to be there, they should.” 

When will people arrive at Grant Park? 

It’s anyone’s guess. The gates at the rally 
site don’t open until 8:30 p.m., but crowds 
are likely to form many hours before that. A 
Loop business group urged offices to send 


workers home at 3 p.m. to avoid the crowds. 

How many people will show up? 

Daley estimated i million, a number he said 
was a guess. The campaign’s permit said 
there would be 65,000 ticketed guests and 
7,500 “participants” at the official fenced 
area. But interest is high and the weather is 
expected to be excellent, so expect quite a 
throng outside the official rally site. 

Where will people congregate 
outside the official area? 

Presumably, in the rest of Grant Park. But 
the city has not designated areas for the 
overflow crowd and has not ruled out turn- 
ing people away if the park is overcrowded. 

What time will Obama give his victory or 
concession speech? 

Probably not before the polls close in 
California at 10 p.m. Chicago time. Perhaps 
hours later. 

What happens if the election outcome is in 
doubt late into the night? 

The permit application said “amplified 
sound” was planned until i a.m. Officials 
were mum on whether they would allow the 
crowd to wait past that hour. At this point, 
Metra is scheduled to end service at i a.m., 
and the CTA will run “until everyone has 
gotten home.” 

What will security be like downtown? 

Heavy The Chicago Police Department 


has canceled days off for all officers, and 
Chicago firefighters have been asked to 
have their personal equipment with them at 
home. Even the U.S. Coast Guard will patrol 
in Burnham Harbor and on Lake Michigan. 

When will people who applied for tickets find 
out whether they got them? And when will 
those tickets arrive by e-mail? 

The Obama campaign will issue tickets to 
its Grant Park rally via e-mail on Monday, 
according to a campaign email being sent 
to supporters who signed up for election 
night tickets. A few people confirmed to 
RedEye via Twitter and Eacebook that they 
had already received the confirmation e-mail 
Sunday evening and sent copies. The tickets 
are personalized for the recipient and are 
nontransferable, according to the campaign. 
The ticketholder must bring a photo ID 
to the event. The campaign is asking rally- 
goers not to bring bags and to limit personal 
items. No chairs, banners or signs will be 
allowed. 

Can rally attendees bring a sign or banner? 

Not in the fenced area. Also banned inside 
the main area are bags, chairs and strollers. 

Will there be concession stands? 

Pizza and hot dogs will be sold in the secure 
area. Alcohol will not. The organizers’ per- 
mit application said vendors would sell hot 
chocolate— a beverage chosen when no one 
could have anticipated the 64-degree fore- 
cast at the rally’s start.

Victims mourned 

Hudson family members honored in private ceremony

Flanked by three of her students from 
Gunsaulus Scholastic Academy ind-grade 
teacher Carmen Williams told people gath- 
ered Sunday for a memorial service how the 
slain nephew of actress Jennifer Hudson liked 
to tell knock-knock jokes. 

It was one of those jokes that a student in 
Room 312 shared with the class as they waited 
for word on whether 7-year-old Julian King 
would be found safe, after his grandmother 
and uncle had been found shot to death in 
their South Side home. 

A week ago, police found Julian shot twice 
in the head in an SUV parked on the West 
Side, the final victim in a tragedy that has 
stung the Oscar-winning Hudson deeply and 
has generated an outpouring of support from 
her fans all over the world. 


Nearly 100 people gathered Sunday after- 
noon at Pleasant Gift Missionary Baptist 
Church for a private memorial service hon- 
oring Julian and Hudson’s murdered moth- 
er, Darnell Donerson, and brother, Jason 
Hudson. Rev Krista Alston said the service 
was a celebration of three lives, and she urged 
people attending the private service not to 
dwell on the tragedy that ended those lives. 

Students told Williams he was a fan of 
Spider-Man and the Power Rangers. But 
some of the comments she collected went 
beyond such ind-grade pursuits. 

“I’m sad he did not get to be president of 
the United States,” one student wrote in a 
collection of remembrances of Julian, accord- 
ing to the teacher. 

The funeral for the three victims is sched- 
uled for Monday

The price of road salt is so high this winter 
that the state’s transportation chief kids 
his highway engineers they might consider 
pocketing the salt shakers from restaurant 
tables when going out to eat. 

But it’s no joking matter. An investigation 
into possible salt price-fbdng is under way And 
salt has become such a precious commodity 
that thieves are pilfering salt stockpiles. 

Rock salt that sold last year for about $40 
a ton is fetching up to $140 in the Chicago 
region, according to state and local highway 
departments. 

As a result, drivers will notice changes 
this winter during snow operations, officials 
said. 

“We no longer can plow and salt the 
pavement down to zero snow and ice,” said 
Illinois Transportation Secretary Milton 
Sees. 

“We’ll also use the sun to melt ice on the 
highway shoulders.” 

New policies by the Illinois Department 
of Transportation to conserve salt won’t 
reduce safety. Sees vowed. 

But officials cautioned drivers to be espe- 
cially careful after snowstorms, particularly 
late at night when there will be fewer plow 
and salt trucks on state routes. 

IDOT used about 840,000 tons of salt 
statewide last winter, which was one of the 
snowiest seasons in 30 years. The goal this 
winter is to reduce consumption to between 
500,000 and 600,000 tons. Sees said. 

The skyrocketing salt prices have prompt- 
ed an investigation by the Illinois attorney 
general’s office into allegations of possible 
gouging by salt suppliers. 


Controversial soccer field opens in Lincoln Park 


A controversial soccer field opened Saturday in 
Lincoln Park, but a residents’ group opposed 
to the project insisted they aren’t done fight- 
ing and called on the Chicago Park District to 
conduct testing of the field’s artificial turf 
Earlier this year. The Latin School of 
Chicago began building the nearly $2 million 
artificial-turf field north of LaSalle Drive in 


exchange for priority usage of the field. But 
Protect Our Parks, a residents’ group opposed 
to the project, sued the school and the Park 
District, nixing the deal with the school. 

Still, the Park District moved ahead with 
the field. But then last month. Protect Our 
Parks and a Lincoln Park resident filed anoth- 
er lawsuit, which remains pending, seeking to 


stop construction of the field by claiming the 
artificial turf may contain lead. 

Greta Lear, a spokeswoman for Protect Our 
Parks, said the group would drop its suit if the 
Park District would agree to independent test- 
ing. 

On Saturday, Park District Supt. Tim 
Mitchell denied the turf was dangerous.

Police: Shooter feared 
trick-or-treater was robber 


SUMTER, S.C Freddie Grinnell wanted 
liis children to do some old-fashioned 
triclc-or-treating. After talcing the family 
to a Halloween gathering, he drove to 
a neighborhood in this small city and 
shepherded his three eldest to a modest red 
house across the street from a graveyard. 

The porch light was on. But police say 
the real nightmare was lurking inside. 

After hearing the knock on his door, 
authorities say, a convicted felon fearing 
a robbery opened fire with an assault rifle 
from inside the house. At least 29 shots 
smashed through the front door and window 


frame, killing 12-year-old TJ. Darrisaw and 
wounding Grinnell and another son. 

“This is by far one of the worst tragedies 
that I have had to personally experience,” 
police Chief Patty Patterson said Saturday 
“It happened basically because kids were 
out doing what they would normally do on 
Halloween.” 

Police said 22-year-old Quentin Patrick, 
a felon with multiple drug convictions, 
told them he feared the masked visitors 
were coming to rob him. Two of the boys, 
including the one who was killed, were 
wearing ghoulish masks as their Halloween 


disguises. 

Patterson said Patrick had multiple drug 
convictions, but police do not believe he 
was under the influence of drugs or alcohol 
during the shooting. 

Grinnell and 9 -year-old son Ahmadre 
Darrisaw were treated for multiple gunshot 
wounds and released, police said. 

A man who identified himself as Patrick’s 
brother but declined to give his name said 
in a call to The Associated Press that he 
believed Patrick was suffering from post- 
traumatic stress after being shot during a 
robbery last December.

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Grossman helps lead Bears to comeback

Rex Grossman dived into the end 
zone, then ran to the side and 
spiked the ball. He had something to celebrate, 
and the Bears had reason to exhale. 

Grossman came off the bench to replace injured 
quarterback Kyle Orton and scored the go-ahead 
touchdown with 5:36 left, helping the Bears rally 
from a 10 -point deficit for a 27-23 victory over the 
winless Detroit Lions on Sunday 

“I always thought odds are I was going to 
play a little bit, so well see what happens,” said 
Grossman, the former starter who lost his job in 
the preseason. “I never figured that I wouldn’t 
play at all. Odds are that at least two quarterbacks 
play some— especially here in Chicago.” 

Matt Forte had 126 yards rushing for the Bears, 
who lost Orton to a right ankle injury and safety 
Mike Brown to a calf problem late in the first half 
They didn’t lose the game, though. 

They can thank Grossman and Forte, who ran 
for 40 of Chicago’s 55 yards on the go-ahead drive. 
His 1 9 -yard dash put the ball on the i, and Jason 
McKie got it back there with a 5-yarder after 


an illegal procedure penalty, setting up 
Grossman’s i-yard plunge that put the 
Bears ahead 27-23. 

“That was a fun play, I guess,” Grossman said. 

Did he feel any personal satisfaction? 

“No. It was team satisfaction all the way,” 
Grossman said. 

It was also a big relief for the Bears, who moved 
ahead of Green Bay to take sole possession of the 
NFC North lead. 

Lance Briggs forced and recovered a fumble by 
Detroit’s Michael Gaines at the Chicago 44 with 
2:17 left, but the Lions got the ball back and drove 
to the Chicago 32. The Bears (5-3) then broke up a 
pass intended for Calvin Johnson in the end zone 
on the final play, and Detroit’s search for a win 
continued. 

After building a 23-13 halftime lead, the Lions 
(0-8) were in good position for their first victory 
since they beat Kansas City on Dec. 23. Instead, 
they’re now the lone winless team. 

Grossman was q-of-iq passing for 58 yards in 
a shaky performance that drew boos from the 
crowd.

TV on the Radio’s 
‘Science’ makes spiash 


MCT 

Before co-founding TV on the Radio with David Sitek, Tunde 
Adebimpe dabbled in filmmaking. 

His cinematic sensibilities coupled with Sitek’s atmospheric 
production skills birthed one of America’s most consistently 
fascinating and critically beloved bands. The Brooklyn quintet’s 
latest record, “Dear Science,” is one of the year’s best: a genre- 
bending mash-up that moves from glitchy elec- 
tro to swoony string-laden balladry 

It’s a band that is building a reputation for 
high-wire experimentation at a time when the 
crumbling music industry is leaving little to 
chance. 

“One of the reasons I started writing songs 
was sometimes you have a mood you would love 
to film but it would take too long,” Adebimpe 
says by phone from New York. “It would be, 
like, a long take of a boat coming into shore on 
fire, it would dock and that would be the end. No one would get 
it, but with a song, you might get someone to hang around.” 

There aren’t any references to flaming watercraft evident on 
“Dear Science,” a far lighter disc than the band’s previous effort, 
20 o 6 ’s grim, proggy “Return to Cookie Mountain,” but there 
are plenty of vivid, evocative songs spanning a range of emo- 
tions, not the least of which is relative happiness. 

“We wanted to make a record that just moved differently than 
the last record,” Adebimpe says. “We loosely talked about mak- 


ing a dance record— it’s definitely more upbeat. I guess we’re all 
out of bad feelings.” 

Along with Sitek (who has grown in his own right as a pro- 
ducer, working with everyone from Yeah Yeah Teahs to Scarlett 
Johansson), Adebimpe is joined in TV on the Radio by Kyp 
Malone, Jaleel Bunton and Gerard Smith. Each member brings 
something different to the table, lending the finished product 
an air of remarkably cohesive collaboration. 

“We’ll bring everything for a show-and-tell at 
the beginning of a record, pick what everyone 
seems to gravitate towards and start working 
on those,” Adebimpe says. “Sometimes, I’ll 
leave something with very loose guidelines ... 
I’ll be able to tell Gerard about a bass line or 
a piano part ... because I know he will occupy 
that space in a way that is not only exactly what 
I was thinking, it will improve on it.” 

And it has helped that Interscope, the band’s 
label, has stayed out of the way, content to let the group make 
music on its own terms, unfettered by commercial expecta- 
tions. 

“Our deal with them has pretty explicit language about them 
not being anywhere near the studio when we’re recording, and 
that’s one of the only reasons we were like, ‘OK, this seems like 
the place to go,’ ’’Adebimpe says. “Interscope said, ‘It’s not like 
we’re trying to develop you guys —we like what you’re doing.’ I 
feel like they’ve been really cool with us.”

Strike.TV was born on the picket line. 

The new Web site was conceived of during the Hollywood writers’ 
strike earlier this year. If your memory is foggy that was when writers 
struck in a dispute with the studios —largely over how to divvy up reve- 
nue from online entertainment— that effectively shut down Hollywood 
for more than three months. 

At the time, writers —ironically or fittingly, depending on your point 
of view— got their message out in Web videos that were much watched 
on the strike’s unofficial blog. United Hollywood, and on TbuTube. 

“Everyone was making these movies about the strike,” said Peter 
Hyoguchi, the chief executive officer of Strike.TV “I thought, ‘What 
if we just did our own Web site that wasn’t movies about the strike?’ ” 

Months later and after much anticipation, Strike.TV has gotten under 
way as a portal for professionally created Web series. The site debuted 
last week with lo original series and promises more than 40 series even- 
tually 

Its slogan: “Hollywood Unplugged.” 

Steven E. de Souza, writer of “Die Hard,” “48 Hours” and other films, 
wrote, directed and produced “Unknown Sender,” which stars Timothy 
Dalton and Joanne Whalley The fictional series is conceived of as a col- 
lection of videos— confessionals, surveillance tapes— that aren’t neces- 
sarily meant to be distributed. 

“Every medium is going to have certain unique things that fit that 


storytelling method,” de Souza said. ‘And that’s what we tried to do with 
ours, at least— to make it webby whatever webby is.” 

What’s most interesting about Strike.TV is seeing profession- 
als like de Souza try their hand at a new medium. It’s clear 
they’re experimenting and adapting. The results may not be 
perfect, but de Souza compares this moment to the early 
days of film with sound or color. 

“The absence of pressure from studio, network— what- 
ever— was tangible,” he said. “Everyone had fun, every- 
one was exhilarated.” 

Eor the first three months, profits from ads on Strike.TV 
will be donated to the Actors Eund’s Entertainment 
Assistance Program, which gives financial relief to 
industry professionals hurt by the strike. 

The Strike.TV programs are made with solid 
production values. The videos (also available on 
TbuTube and Joost) stream in high-definition 
with technology from BitGravity 

“If you’re flipping channels looking at Web 
entertainment, I think the one I’m doing and 
other people at Strike.TV are doing, it jumps 
out at you that this looks different,” de Souza 
said. “This is not like someone filming their 
cat walking across a piano.” jlj

How to go

When the world went into the financial 
dumpster recently, many people rethought 
their travel plans. 

It’s a personal choice, but you can guess 
which way we’re leaning. Besides, armed 
with this list of strategies and tips, you’ll save 
so much money, it won’t even feel as though 
you’re spending money 

OK, perhaps a bit of hyperbole there, but 
none from the experts we’ve talked to, who 
will help you wring the last bit of value out of 
your travel dollar. Here goes: 

» Begin with the end result in mind, not the 
end. Grammarians might take exception to 
the phrase “end result,” but bargain hunters 
should not, not if it helps them focus on what 
they want from their vacation, not where the 
vacation should be. 

“I tell friends and family to sit down with a 
blank slate,” said Carl Schwartz, chief travel 
officer for cheapflights.com search site, “then 
let price be the determining factor.”

Usually you can fly less expen- 
sively on Tuesdays and Wednesdays and, some- 
times, late on Saturdays; fares generally will be 
lower a couple of weeks before major holidays 
or big travel periods; check alternate airports; 
and sign up for the airlines’ e-savers e-mails.
